WASHINGTON dp) — President 
Eisenhower sent Congress today 
a $62,408,000,000 spending budget 
based on preparedness and pros­ 
perity. 
He banned tax reduction now, but 
gave hope of tax relief next year, 
a presidential election year. 
He sounded a solemn alert that 
peace rem ains anxiously insecure. 
To prepare against “ a long p er­ 
iod of uncertainty,” he allotted to 
m ajor national security in the new' 
1956 fiscal y ear two-thirds of all 
government spending—$40,458,000,- 
000 
The accent was on air power 
and atomic weapons. The Air Force 
got almost as much as the Army 
and Navy combined. 
The President's total new spend­ 
ing budget was down more than a 
billion dollars from this y e a r’s and 
estimated revenue was up a billion, 
but he still couldn’t balance the 
budget. 
He looked for a deficit of 
$2,408,000,000. 
Points Emphasized 
The President, however, em p h a­ 
sized these points on the positive 
side: 
1 "N ever in our peacetime his­ 
tory have we been as well p rep a r­ 
ed to defend ourselves as we are 
now.” 
2 “ Our present growing pros­ 
perity has solid foundations ... a 
growing prosperity will result in in­ 
creasing revenues and should make 
possible both a balanced budget 
and lower tax rates in the future.” 
Secretary of Treasury George M. 
Humphrey set fiscal 1957—begin­ 
ning July I. 1956—as the target 
date for tax cuts and a balanced 
budget." 
Mr. Eisenhower called for legis­ 
lation that would lead to a new 
kind of tax relief for 35 million 
smaller taxpayers—relief from the 
task of figuring out their tax re­ 
turns. 
This would not become ef­ 
fective until 1957 at the earliest. 
He asked for 12 million dollars 
in new 
money to provide closer 
auditing of tax returns to assure 
that all hands pay their fair share.

ny’s top aircraft designers under 
Adolf Hitler have “kept their hand 
in” since 1949 by working closely 
w i t h 
aeronautical 
factories

Spanish government and aircraft 
industry officials confirmed that 
j Willy Messerschmitt, Ernst Heinkel 
and Claude Dornipr Jr. have been 
busy helping Spain develop its own 
airplane production. 
Associates here believe all three 
! men will be quick to re-enter the 
aircraft field in Germany after the 
ratification of the 
Paris agree­ 
ments for rearmament of West 
Germany. 
That pact prohibits German man­ 
ufacture of guided missiles and 
long-range bombers but puts no 
ban on jet fighters or tactical bomb­ 
ers. 
Built Different Types 
Messerschmitt’s 
single - engine 
fighter was the best known of all 
Nazi planes in the early days of 
the war but proved not quite a 
match for the famed British Spit­ 
fire. 
The Heinkel two-engine bomber 


was the main 
German striking 
weapon in the Battle of Britain. 
Dornier Jr., only 38, worked with 
his father in their huge factories. 
The Dorniers are best known for 
the great flying boats they devel­ 
oped just before World War II. 
Tne senior Dornier now lives in 
I Zurich, Switzerland. 
Both Messerschmitt and Heinkel 
!were prominent in developing jet 
plane designs for Germany in the 
I late war years. 
Due to Hitler’s 
i continuous changes of decisions, 
their jets never got beyond the 
experimental stage. 
Associates Several Years 
Jose Ortiz Echague, general man

H E FIVE THOUSAND producers of 
natural gas—large and small— believe 
that the free competitive system which 
has increased your gas supplies and kept 
rates low is the best for consumers, for 
the industry, and the economy.

Gas distribution, yes. It makes sense to have only 
one pipeline bring gas to a community—and one 
gas company distribute it in the community. Both 
do a good, efficient job for you, and as monopolies 
they are naturally regulated.

How Did The Consumer Fare 
Before This Regulation? 


Here’s the record. In the past 16 years natural 
gas production has increased 200% and the price 
the consumer paid for gas has risen only 1/llth as 
much as the generalcost of living. 


Do Only A Few Big Companies 
Produce Gas? 
rn 
No. The largest 37 companies produce less than 
half the nation’s gas. No single company produces 
more than 5%. The small producers do more ex­ 
ploratory drilling than do all the big companies 
combined. And none of the producers has any 
monopoly, any exclusive franchise, or any pro­ 
tection. 


What Is The Natural Gas and Oil 
Resources Committee? 


It is made up of companies and individuals con­ 
cerned with natural gas. It includes a great many 
large and small gas and oil producers. All believe 
there is no more reason for OPA-like price-fixing 
on gas than on steel, coal, autos, meat, or shoes, 
which could be next. All believe that free competi­ 
tion is better for all of us than a price-con trolled 
economy, which has historically led to stagnation, 
scarcity and rationing.
